Chattanooga in March, 190, was dis- 
posed of today in an opinion by Chief 
Justice Fuller, which directed that an 
attachment issue for Shipp, his deputy, 
Gibson, and the defendants, Williams, 
Nolan, Padgett and May. The informa- 
tion as to Deputy Sheriff Galloway, Jus- 
tice and Ward was dismissed. 

The charge of contempt against 
Sheriff Shipp and his co-defendants 
was due to the fact that when John- 
s0n was lynched he was construct- 
ively in the ‘custody of the” Court. 
Only a month before the negro had 
been found guilty of an attack ona 
woman and had been sentenced to 
death. 

The Supreme Court had taken cog- 
nizance of the case by granting an ap- 
peal from a decision of the United 
States Circuit Court, denying him a 
writ of habeas corpus, which effect- 
ed a stay of proceedings in the con- 
vict's case. The appeal was allowed 
March 19, and that night Johnson 
was taken out of the jail at Chatta- 
nooga and hanged. 

Reosevelt Ordered Investigation. 

This action was strongly resented by 
the Court and immediate complaint was 
made to President Roosevelt, who or- 
dered an investigation by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. That investigation re- 
sulted in the Attorney-General filing in 
the court in May, 190, an information 
in which Shipp, nine of his deputies and 
17 other persons were charged with 
complicity in the lynching—Shipp and 
his subordinates, by apsenting them- 
selves from the jail on the night of the 
tragedy and the others by actual par- 
ticipation in it. All pleaded innocence. 

The case aroused much interest in 
the South because not only of the ex- 
ceptional character of the proceeding 
but because of Shipp’s popularity and 
the character of Jonnson’'s crime. 

Justice Harlan exercised spécial ac- 
tivity in bringing the lynching to the 
attention of the authorities. He had 
been the first member of the court to 
take notice of the offense and he seeni-

‘Deputy Clerk Maher of the court was 
sent to Chattanooga as a commissioner 
to investigate and take testimony. The 
investigation failed to connect with the 
crime 17 of the men implicated, and 
the cases against them were dismissed 
&t the beginning of the present term. 

Justice Peckham Dissents. 

The chief justice presented a complete 
review of the Johnson case. He conclud- 
ed that neither Shipp nor his deputy, 
Gibson had made any effort to prevent 
the removal of Johnson from the Jail, 
to prevent his kiling after he was taken 
out or to discover the participants in 
the lynching. The ruling was made re- 
turnable Tuesday, June 1, when it is 
suposed Shipp and his co-defendants 
will be araigned in the court and re- 
ceive sentences. 

It will lie with the court to determine 
the degree of punishment. A term of 
imprisonment for each is among the 
probabilities. 

Justice Peckham delivered a dissent- 
ing opinion, declaring that there was 
not “‘the slightest testimony to support 
the charge against Shipp.”’ He there- 
fore did not believe thit official should 
be subjected to the possibility of a 
“disgraceful imprisonment,” and made 
an earnest plea against such a course. 

Justice Peckham concluded by as- 
seerting that Mr. Shipp, when he de- 
scribed as ‘‘an invalid old man’’ had 
been “held to a degree of responsibility 
far beyond any reasonable limit.” He 
also held that the testimony against 
Deputy Gibson, who was the Jailor, was 
insufficient to convict him of contempt. 


Justices White and McKenna concurred 


in the dissenting opinion.

in 1893 by the consolidation of two ter- 
minal companies, which, with the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co., did all the terminal work 


two companies had acquired the bridge 
mghts of the Eads Bridge and various 


railroad companies which had ‘been 
formed to use the bridge and ap- 
proaches. 


Controlled Merchants Bridge. 

On completion of the Merchants’ 
Bridge in 1893, the testimony showed, 
the Terminal made an agreement by 
which the Terminal, the Merchants’ 
Bridge and the Wiggins Ferry pooled 
their interests. The Terminal later ac- 
quired absolute control of a majority 
or the steck of the Marchants’ and of 
the Wiggins Ferry. 

This, the Government contended, re- 
sulted in an absolute monopoly of all 
transportation facilities in St. Louis, and 
between East St. Louis and all outside 
points. It was charged the consolida- 


ition enabled the Terminal to make an 


arbitrary eharge for hauling over the 
bridges and resulted in many large man- 
ufacturing establishments leaving St. 
Louis and going to the Eastern bank of 
the Mississippi. 

The Terminal Association and the rail- 
roads composing it made their princi- 
pal defense on the ground that the 


general meaning of the term and that 
it did only a terminal business. 

The Terminal’s attorneys argued the 
company did not make a profit, but 
conducted its business on charges which 
only made expenses. It denied that 
it had ever charged exorbitant rates 
for transportation of freight across the 
bridge, and contended one company 
doing a terminal business could do it 
at much less cost to the shipper than 


could many separare fines of railroads, 


each having its own terminals. 

In rebuttal, the Government’s attor- 
neys argued the Terminal had no right 
to make both a bridge haul charge and 
a switching charge if it were merely a 
terminal company, and that the fact 
that it made one charge on a commod- 
ity basis for hauling freight ccross the 
bridge and another charge on a car 
basis for switching it to a certain 
track, showed it was a railroad com- 
pany. 

The evidence in the case includes a 
history of the organization of the Ter- 
minal, beginning with the building of 
the Eads Bridge in 1874, and continuing 
down until the present time when it con- 
trols all bridges and ferries, and is 
owned by the 14 larger railroads en- 
tering St. Louis and East B8t. Louis. 
These railroads, the bridges and all rail- 
roads using the Terminal facilities were 
made defendants in the case. 





Disagreed on Question of Fact. 

ST. PAUL, May %.—Judge Adams, 
one of the U, 8. Circuit Judges who 
signed the order certifying the St. 
Louis Terminal Raitroad Association to 
the United States Supreme Court, said 
concerning the action of the court: 

The court finding itself evenly di- 
vided as to whether there was a re- 
straint of trade or an enhanced compe- 
tition by reason of the combination of 
the Terminal Railroad Association, cer- 
tified the case directly to the Supreme 
Court. The order as signed by the 
court was to the effect that two of the 
judges found that the combination was 
in restraint of trade and that the asso- 
ction should be dissolved.

Buried by Charity. 








HAD SLEPT -SHEDS 





Awaiting Treatment, She 
Swallows Disinfectant ‘“‘to 
Save Dime,” She Says. 





Starving herself so that she mfght 
Save a pittance with which to bury her 
body when she died, and drinking pol- 
son, she found in tne City Dispensary 
to save 10 cents, Mrs. Lena Young 
came near ending a life that has been 
one of hardship and misery ever since 
death took her husband from her. 

At 7 o’clock Monday morning she 
stopped Policeman Baker at Fifteenth 
and Olive streets and said she was sick 
and starved and wanted to go to the 
City Hospital. Baker took her to the 
City Dispensary and she was given a 
seat in the operating room to await at- 
tention. 

Dr. Hall was in the room, but was en- 
gaged and his back was turned to her 
when he heard her groan, and the clat- 
ter of a pan on the floor caused him 
to turn to her. At a glance he saw 
what had happened. She had drunk the 
contents of a disinfectant pan contain- 
ing a fluid largely composed of car- 
bolic acid. 

The doctors lost no time in relieving 
her stomach of the poison. She was 
hurried to.the City Hospital and placed 
in the observation ward. While she was 
being undressed the attendants found 
$4.80 in her stocking. 

Saving Funeral Money. 

“I was saving that to lay me away 
when I died, which I thought might 
happen any time,’’ she said, explaining 
why she had not spent tne money for 
food, ‘I have too much pride te Es 
buried by charity.’’ 

Mrs. Young’s story of her struggle 
for existence in a city after a life of 
comfort and independence on a farm 
until hes husband died is pitiful. . She 
is 30 years old and when, three years 
ago, she came to St. Louis from Ken- 
nett, Mo., she believed it would not be 
difficult for a capable woman to support 
herself. All the work she could get to 
do was scrubbing floors in office build 
ings or washing dishes in restaurants, 
where the pay was so small that it 
barely kept a roof over her and gave 
her enough to keep alive. 

Two weeks ago she lost her position 
as a domestic in a house in the 3500 
block on Locust street, and since then 
she has been sleeping in sheds and al- 
leys, and eating the scraps she found 
in barrels and at back doors. 

Ate Food Left by Dogs. 

‘‘l was forced to pick up food wherever 
I cound find it,’’ she said. ‘I ate such 
stuff as the vagrant dogs left. I could 
find shelter and food nowhere. Wherever 
I applied for work I was turned away. 
I was feeling too badly to make much 
of an effort. I was tempted at times 
to spend some of my money for food, 
but I know that it would only be pro- 
longing the agony a little longer, and 
that I should die, and that the money 
would buy me a rude coffin. 

“Last night I slept in a shed at Fif- 
teenth street. and Lucas avenue, and 
was wet through by the rain. I had not 
a mouthful of food Sunday, and shiv- 
ered all the night through, and this 
morning I had a severe chill, and had 
to ask for help. 

“T haven't a relative or friend in the 
world, and thought I would buy pvison 
and kill myself, but I didn’t want to 
spend the funeral money. 

“Then, when I saw the poison in the 
pan at the dispensary I could not resist 
the temptation to make an end of !ny 
life.”’ 

While Mrs. Young is seriously ji! tne 
physicians at the City Hospital believe 
she will recover.

reason for their wishing to murder me, 
but I know they do, because it was only 
a week ago that I was compelled to beg 
for my life by a man who waylaid me 
with a knife. 

“Tt was on Saturday night. I had 
been acting as cashier at the cafe, and 
when we closed I started to get a shirt- 
waist from one of the dry goods stores 
which was open late. I crossed the 
Courthouse square and turned a corner 
into the deep- shadow of a _ building. 

‘“‘Before I knew there was anyone near 
me a man seized my by the arm and 
began dragging me toward an alley. He 
cursed me, and showed me a big knife, 
which he had been hiding under his 
cuff. 

“YT was struggling with him when 
he said, ‘If you don't keep still and keep 
your mouth shut, I'll stick this knife 
into your heart—I know who you are, 
but you don’t know me.’ 

“T didn’t know who he was, but I 
think I have found out since. He was 
not one of the three men there when 
Mr. Spangle was shot, though. I begged 
him not to harm me, but he said he 
was going to kill me. I pleaded with 
him, and tried every way I could think 
of to induce him to let me go. 

“ ‘There is a pin sticking me,’’ I said. 
‘Let me fix it,’ but hé only held me 
tighter, and repeated his threat to kill 
me. 

“At the mouth of the alley I man- 
aged to shake him off, and ran across 
the street where it was light. I hur- 
ried along until I found a policeman, 
and told him what had happened. We 
looked for the man together, but he had 
gone. 

‘““A night or two before that some men 
had been, at the City Hotel very late 
asking for me. One of them said he was 
my brother, but I have no grown broth- 
er. Mr. Gofero frightened them away 
by threatening to shoot. 

“Last Thursday, about midnight, I 
was in bed asleep when Mr. Gofero 
knocked on my door. He said a man 
had been there with a message that 
my mother was very sick, and wanted 
me to come home at once. I dressed 
as quickly as I could, not even stop- 
ping to do up my hair or lace my shoes. 
I asked Mr. Gofero if he would not go 
with me. He said he would. 

Believed They Were Followed. 


“On a corner about half a block from 
the hotel I stopped to lace my shoes. 
I saw Mr. Spangler, Neely Yowell and 
Lacey McDaniel standing there. Mr. 
Yowell was the closest to me. I asked 
him if he was the map who had 
brought the message from my mother. 

*“*You're with Mr. Gofero, now,’ was 
the only reply he made and Mr. Gofero 
and I hurried on. When we had gone 
several blocks we heard a buggy, driven 
very rapidly, coming behind us. I said 
lL believed we were being followed, but 
Mr. Gofero said it was only somebody 
from the country going home late. We 
could hear men talking in the buggy. 

“It passed us very rapidly, but a 
little further on stopped and came back 
slowly. We remained hidden until it 
was gone. I felt then that there was 
something wrong, and that the three 
men we had seen on the corner were 
mixed in it. I can’t explain the feel- 
ing I had. It was a queer sort of in- 
tuition, and I was greatly frightened. 
“We didn’t see the buggy any more 
and were at my mother’s home in a 
few minutes. My grandmother came to 
the door. She seemed much surprised 
at my being there—it was after 1 a. m. 
—and told” me mama was net sick.

Slayer Is Local Option Advocate. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter talked with 
Gofero in -the Mexico jail. The prisoner 
is a gray-haired widower. He is known 
in ‘Marshall as an enthusiastic local- 
option advocate, and his stand on the 
liquor question has made him many en- 
emies here, he says. 

He formerly worked for the Govern- 
ment as a secret-service agent, and has 
served in Saline County as a special dep- 
uty sheriff on several occasions and 
done detective work for the Sheriff's of- 
fice. His story of the occurrences of 
last Friday morning is the same in ev- 
ery important detail as that told by 
Miss Sands.

Having discovered a 
club they were not looking for, the two 
policemen felt bound to raid it, and 
they took ‘“‘Cap”’ Troll, who was looking 
after the financial end of the club’s 
affairs, and 10 of his members to the 
police headquarters. 

While they were in the club the two 
policemen inspected the barroom, which 
is in the rear of a hotel, and the gym- 
nasium, which consists of a few dumb- 
bells, punching bags and Indian clubs. 

No Bond for Bartender. 

The 10 men were lodged in the hold- 
over, while “‘Cap”’ got his wires to work- 
ing to bring in a bondsman. After 
spending about three hours on the hard 
benches of the holdover cells, bondsmen 
arrived and obtained the release of all 
the prisoners except George Briner, the 
bartender, who was held on a charge of 
selling liquor without a license. 

“Cap” Troll has been the power be- 
hind the Crown Club, which has been 
in operation every Sunday since the 
‘“lid’’ was put on, and nearly every night 
after the saloons close. 

Club memberships have been scattered 
throughout the State and thirsty visit- 
ors to the city on Sunday found the 
clubrooms a welcome oasis in a‘ very 
dry desert. The dues in the club are 
merely nominal, and it has a big raster 
of members. 

“Cap” Troll, who has been operating 
the club in defiance of the police, retired 
from the House of Delegates in April.

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FORTNER TO BE 
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BROUGHT BACK 
HUME IN IRONS 


Chain Forger to Berth 
on Ship. 


M. Dwight Fortner will return from 
France to the United: States in hand- 
cuffs and legirons, according to the 
plans of Sergeant McMullen of the St. 
Louis Police Department, who will leave 


Monday night for Paris to claim the 
prisoner. McMullen, in packing his bag- 
gage Monday, inclosed the irons and 
a set of heavy chains, for use on the 
return voyage with Fortner. 

“I don’t intend to lose any sleep on 
the ship,” he said. “I can watch my 
man in the day all right, but unless 
the ship will furnjsh a special guard, 
I shall chain him to his berth and 
fasten his hands and feet at night.”’ 
Three copies of the extradition papers 
made out by Gov. Hadley for Fort- 
ner’s return were given to McMullen by 
Chief Creecy. The papers state that 
Fortner, now a prisoner in Paris, is 
wanted here “for purposes of prosecu- 
tion only,’’ and states the chcarge, forg- 
ery in the second degree. 


Detailea of Charge. 
The details of the charge, that Fort- 


ner forged H. C. Tulley’s name to a 
$12,000 check, and cashed an $11,000 check 
which he obtained on the strength of the 
forged check, are stated. 

McMullen will stop in Washington to 
get the approval of the Presiden, 
through the Secretary of State, to the 
request for extradition. He expects to 
sail from New York Wednesday, and 
does not intend to stop in Paris longer 
than may be necessary to go through 
the necessary formalities. No difficulty 
in getting the prisoner is now antici- 
pated. 

On reaching New York on his return, 
McMullen intends to lock Fortner up in 
the Tombs for a day or so, and rest 
from his voyage before starting for St. 
Louis. He expects to reach St. Louis 
about June 15.

Daughter of Pittsburg Iron- 
maker Found Starving by 
Friends. 


HUSBAND A_ FUGITIVE 


Swedish Nobleman Marries 
Belle, Is Charged With For- 
gery and Disappears.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 24.—Baroness 
L. F. Lagerfelt, who, in her youth, was 


Steubenville, O., whose father, Calvin 
B. Doty, was one of the wealthiest men 
of this section, Was admitted to the 
jiome for Aged Women at Wheeling, 
W. Va., Friday. The Baroness has 
spent a fortune left by her father, who 
died 12 years ago. Friends of the Baron- 
ess secured her admission to the home, 
a philanthropic institution, paying $500 
entrance fee,.which secures care for her 
while she lives. The Baroness spent her 
last penny three weeks ago, and friends 
of her youth found her starving in a 
wretched room on Rebecca street, North 
Side, here. 

Her brother, Henry L. Doty, had ex- 
travagant tastes, too; he went through 
the fortune his father bequeathed himg 
and found himself alone and penniless 
at the age of 6. He was adjudged in- 
sane three months ago, and is an in- 
mate of the asylum at Massillon. 

Miss Doty married Baron Von L. 
Frederick Lagerfelt, scion of a noble old 
Swedish family, Vice-Consul of Swe- 
den here, in St. Paul’s Church, Dec. 
12, 1844, and thereby broke the hearts 
of many American suitors. 

Five years afterward Baron Lager- 
felt disappeared, an ingrate to his gen- 
erous father-in-law, and, it is alleged, 
a forger. Three years later his bro- 
ken-hearted wife divorced him. He 
died in Belgium, a fugitive from’ jus- 
tice, several years ago. 

Was Social Leader. | 

Mollie Doty was as vivacious and 
kind hearted as lovely. In society she 
was at the front, and no entertainment 
was complete without her. Her wed- 
ding was a fashionable one, with so- 
ciety people of Pittsburg, Steubenville, 
Philadelphia and Cincinnati as guests. 

Calvin W. Doty was the largest stock- 
holder in the Jefferson Iron Works and 
a large stockholder in La Belle furnaces 
at Wheeling, W. Va. After -his mar- 
riage Baron Lagerfelt devoted himself 
entirely to his father-in-law’s business 
and Mr. Doty had him elected vice- 
president of the Jefferson Iron Works. 
Lagerfelt vanished. Then it was discov- 
ered, so it was alleged, that he had 
forged the names of the president and 
secretary of the iron works to blocks 
of stock on which he had borrowed 
large sums from banks and individ- 
uals. 

The Lagerfelts lived on Highland ave- 
nue, this city, in a house the Baron 
bought from A. W. Mellon of Mellon 
Bros., bankers. lLagerfelt gave Mr.

SOCIALIST PICNIC, 
TAKE RED FLAGS 


Five Emblems Are Confiscated 
and Protesting Crowd Is 
Dispersed. 


HAD NO AMERICAN FLAG 











Majority Were Slavs Who 
Could Not Speak_English 
Language. 





Three constables, euch armed with L 
rifle and a revolver, tore down five red 
flags which had been hoisted at a So- 
clalist picnic near Saunton, Il]., Sunday 
afternoon, and carried the flags away 
as 150 men and women, protesting loud- 
ly, dispersed to their homes. 

The only man who approached the of- 
ficers to offer objections was halted at 
the muzzle of a rifle, and searched for 
arms. He was found to be unarmed. 

The three officers reported the mat- 
ter Monday, according to a message by 
long-distance telephone to the Post-Dis- 
patch, to State’s Attorney Murphy of 
Macoupin County, at Carlinville, and to 
Attorney-General Stead at Springfield. 
They announced that if the State offi- 
cilals found they could take no action, 
the matter would be taken to the Feder- 
al immigration and naturalization offi- 
cials. 

No American Flag Displayed. 

No American flag was displayed with 
the red flags, and this fact caused the 
constables to demand that the flags be 
taken down. When the leaders of the 
picnic party refused to remove the flags, 
Deputy Constable Frank (Allen jerked 
one of the flags from a sapling to which 
it had been fastened. Then, with guns 
in hand and revolvers conspicuously dis- 
ployed,  Allén and Constables Walter 
Stiff and Ben Volentine removed the 
other four flags. 

Staunton, 39 miles from St. Louis, is 
a’coal mining center. The adherents of 
the Socialist party, estimated by their 
leaders aS numbering 200, are mostly 
miners of Slavic birth or ancestry. 

The majority of these at the picnic 
Sunday were unable to speak English. 
No conspicuous announcement of the af- 
fair had been made, and there was no 
procession from Staunton to the 
grounds, nearly two miles away. 

Farmer Tells of Red Flags. 

Early in the afternoon a farmer drove 
into Staunton and reported to Constable 
Stiff that red flags, but no American 
flag, were being displayed at the picnic 
ground, and urged him to go there. 

Stiff and the other two officers started 
out, first arming themselves as thor- 
oughly as they do when, every month, 
they guard the pay car of the coal com- 
pany on its round of the mines. 

The picnickers were seated quietly 
about tables, drinking beer and chatter- 
ing in small groups, when the officers 
arrived. The officers found difficulty 
in finding any one who would admit 
that he could understand the order to 
remove the flags. After some time, one 
man said: 

**‘We are Socialists, and we are behav- 
ing peacefully. Those flags are our em- 
blem, and we will not remove them. We 
have no American flag. If there were, 
one here, we would not object to put- 
ting it up.”’ 

While the officers were tearing down 
the flags they saw one man go into a 
building. When he came out and start- 
ed toward them they ‘covered’ and 
searched him, but when they found no 
weapon, let him go. 


Order Crewd to Disperse. 

The officers gave no order to the 
crowd to disperse, but the crowd did 
so of its own accord, refusing to cen- 
tinue the afternoon’s enjoyment with- 
out the flags. 

The constables expressed the opinion 
Monday that the oaths required at nat- 
uralizAtion had been violated by those 
who hoisted the red flag, and that re- 
cent immigrants who took part laid 
themselves liable to deportation. 

Leading members of the picnic party 
were Rich Hamel, William Koening- 
kramer, Ed Hiller and Ed Wiecks. 


INVENTOR OF VASELINE IS 
FORCED OUT BY STANDARD OIL 


Robert A. Chesebrough Too Old to 
Suit the Trust as Com- 
pany’s Head. 


NEW YORK, May %.—Robert A. 
Chesebrough, who invented vaseline and 
formed and built up the Chesebrough 
Manufacturing Co., which has a world- 
wide monopoly of that product, is to re- 
tire today or tomorrow as president of 
the concern. He is too old to suit the 
Standard Oil Co., which a few years ago 
gained contrel of his company through 
its monopoly of petroleum, from which 
vaseline is made. 

Mr, Chesebrough said today at his 
home, 56 East Forty-ninth street, when 
asked if it was true that he was to re- 
tire as president: 

“Yes, I am over 70 years old, and it is 
the custom of the Standard Oil Co. to 
retire men after that age.’’ 

His nephew, Oswald N. Cammann of 
Elizabeth, N. J., vice-president of the 
company, is to succeed to the presidency 
of the cempany. Mr. Cammann has 
been excecdingly active in the company 
for some time. 

Although he may be chagrined at hav- 
ing to step Out because of age, Mr. 
Chesebrough has made a fortune out of 
his dicovery: he is 72 years old and was 
born in England of American parents. 
He began the refining of petroleum in

TAX EVASION. 

The investigation of tax dodging by the gratd 
jury may have a beneficial effect on tax returns. 
The fear of indictment for perjury may induce 
the timider and less ingenious and unscrupulous 
members of the community to increase their re- 
turns. But the taxes on personal property will 
still be far from equitable. The very wealthy, 
who can place their wealth where the assessor 
cannot reach it, the unscrupulous who do not 
hesitate to resort to the most ingenious evasion 
will escape. But the better element, the honest 
and the poor will bear the burden. 

It is tue grand jury’s duty to indict for per- 
jury when the evidence. justifies it, but indict- 
ments will not solve the problem of tax evasion 
on personal property. It will merely create a 
flurry as many other investigations and expos- 
ures have. The evil will remain until its cause 
is removed by thorough tax reform. 

The present investigation will direct public at- 
tention again to the essential faults of our sys- 
tem of taxation. Efforts to reform it failed in 
the recent election and in the State Legislature. 
But we will have no peace and no satisfaction 
until state and loeal taxes are separated and the 
taxes are so levied that evasion is practically im- 
possible. 

Something can be done this year, however, by 
the assessor. He can refuse to accept palpably er- 
roneous returns. He can insist upon fair~ re- 
turns and use his power to assess in such a way 
as to compel better returns. 
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Where is the \Democratic party? Bourke 
Cockran says he can’t find it. But if you should 
run onto anything that might be the Democratic 
party how will you tell whether or not it is the 
Democratic party? Such queries always please 
the Republican party, which prides itself on the 
ease with which it may be identified. It has al- 
ways just stolen something or is just going to. 
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THE ETHICS OF POLITICAL CAMPAIGNING. 

There are now five states, Oklahoma, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Dakota and Texas, which have adopt- 
ed the bank deposit guaranty plan either in the 
shape of a guarantee fund or of a bonding insur- 
ance plan. The banks in these states are going 
into it voluntarily and the movement is making 
headway in other parts of the country. 

This idea was first suggested several years 
ago by Mr. John Jay Knox, Republican Comp- 
troller of the Currency and now a financier of 
high credit. It was incorporated in the first 
draft of the Fowler currency bill, a Republican 
measure, but was for some unknown reason 
dropped out of it before that bill was finally put 
to sleep. During the campaign of 1908 Mr. Bryan 
took it up. Mr. Taft denounced it and all the 
Republican orators “riddled” the arguments made 
in its behalf. 

The worth of the scheme is to be tested by 
experience. But its history throws a curious 
yellow-green light on the workings of the par- 
tisan mind and should be a warning to all peo- 
ple who do not want to be fooled, to think twice 
at least before swallowing what a party orator 
says on any subject. 

Here was a scheme devised in the first instance 








‘by a man whose sole purpose was to strengthen 


the currency system of the country. So far as 
he was concerned there was no “politics” in it. 
Nor were the men who put it in the Fowler Dill 
and voted for it moved by political considera- 
tions. Why, then, did it ever become a partisan 
issue? 

Did the Republicans fight it so savagely merely 
because a Democrat “thought of it first?” Sup- 
pose some Republican—Mr. Roosevelt, or Mr. 
‘Taft himself, had anticipated Mr. Bryan by a few 
hours in “thinking of it” as a campaign dodge. 
Would Mr. Bryan and the Democrats have been 
compelled in honor to fight it? 

However that may be, the question is now out 
of politics and we shall soon know whether the 
plan is worth much or little, or nothing at all. 
But it is a pity that purely business proposals 
have to be kicked about as partisan political 
footballs. 
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If Oklahoma goes to producing night riders 
Kentucky and Tennessee will have to drop out 
of the competition.

N the Atlantic Ocean, just west of the Straits of Gibraltar, once lay a con- 

| tinent ‘“‘as large as Libya and Asia combined.” Its name was Atlantis. 
So runs an ancient story. And Plato adds to it: 

“But afterward came a day and night of great floods and _ earthquakes, 
and Atlantis disappeared: swallowed by the waves; hence it is that the sea 
is no longer navigable from the vast mud shoals formed by the vanished 
island.’’

Geologists have found in these waters a mass of 
shoals, mud banks and rocks that seem to bear out the theory of a sunken 
land, and that the European coast once extended much nearer toward Amer- 
ica than it now does. 
It has even been thought by certain scientists that Atlantis stretched al- 
most wholly across the ocean to America, and that the Mediterranean in 
those days was a land-locked inland sea. It has been conjectured by such stu- 
dents that the first inhabitants of America crossed from Europe or from the 
Orient by way of Atlantis, and that theit descendants be- 
came the savages we know as “Indians.” (Indeed, there are 
A LAND OF hints, all through ancient history and tradition that the 
MYSTERY. ) wise men of early centuries knew there was a Western hem- 
mricnienineiag ie tar.

Egypt alone has escaped 
them, and in Egypt alone is history recorded. You are ignorant of your own 
part.” * * * The priest went on to say that once there lay opposite the Pil- 
lars of Hercules (the Rock of Gibraltar, in Spain, and Mount Abylas in Africa), 
in the Atlantic, which was at that time navigable there, an island larger than 
Libya and Asia, from whence sailors might pass to other islands and so to the 
continent. In this island, Atlantis, nad grown a race of mighty power that 
held over much of the great continent; even Libya up to the gates of Egypt, 
and a large part of Europe. 

The Atlantans, according to the priest, waxed at last teo aggressive, and 
were for that reason overwhelmed by divine wrath in the shape of a monstrous 
upheaval of land and water which submerged the whole continnent.

Report Says Reductions in Fire 
Rates Gave Policy Hold- 


ers $1,500,000. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 24.—Advance 
sheets of the fortieth annual report of 





the State Insurance Department have 


come from the Public Printer, the re- 


port proper having been delayed awalt- 
ing the action of the Legislature upon 
insurance matters before it. 

The advance sheets indicate that there 
has been a reduction of 21 cents on the 
$100 valuation of risks insured on fire 
policies in 1908, in’ which year there were 
in force policies of that character 


amounting to $696,695,449.77, with a sav~- 
ing to the policy holders in the reduc- 
tions secured of $1,500,000. The report 
credits the reductions to the proceed- 
ings instituted against the insurance 
companies by Attorney-General Hadley. 

It makes a review of the farmers’ 
mutual companies, of which there are 89 
in the State, with policies aggregating 
$102,979,684 in force. It speaks in terms 
of praise of these companies, which, it 
says, are economically and efficiently 
conducted, but declares the two mutual 
companies as a rule are a failure. 

The latter class of companies, the re- 
port says, are failures because of “‘mis- 
management and the character of the 
men who have been in charge of such 
companies, rather than the law under 
which they have operated.” No other 
theory, it is declared, can explain the 
fact that the town mutual scarcely ever 
succeeds, while the farmers’ mutual in 
almost every instance is a success.
